1 . Applicant's arguments, see Applicant's remarks pages 1 0-1 2, dated 06/1 0/2008 
with respect to claims 1,5,6,8-10,12,17,18,23,24 and 29 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The rejection of these claims has been withdrawn.

3. Claims 1,5,6,8-10,12,17,18,23,24 and 29 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claims 1 ,12 and 29 of the current application teaches similar subject matter as 
the prior art of Endoh et al US 2003/0142332. However, claims 1 , 12 and 29 are 
allowed for the reasons pointed out by Applicant's remarks pages 10-12. In particular, 
prior art of record fails to teach determining the received access information is 
coincident with the registered access information and registering the access information 
to the registered profile list administration data in a case where the access information 
is new to the registered access information due to determining in said determining step. 

5. It follows that the dependent claims are inherently allowable for depending on an 
allowable base claim.
